~~ At Chrism Mass: 
blessing of the oils

From the very earliest days of its existence, the Church 
has appreciated the rich symbolism of oil and made lavish 
use of it in sacramental anointings. Mark 6:13 makes 
reference to the apostles’ healing with oil and James 5:14 
instructs that the presbyters anoint the sick with oil ‘‘in 
the Name of the Lord.’’ At one time it was common 
practice for all the faithful to bring their phials of oil to 
church for a blessing and when ill to anoint themselves or 
have others do it for them (much in the same way we 
apply salve to a wound today). 


In the Greco-Roman world of those first centuries after 


; Christ, athletes were coated with oil before contests in the 


arena. This made it difficult for one’s opponent to get a 
firm grip on him. Those to be baptized were similarly 
anointed (oil of catechumens) to strengthen them in their 
continuing struggle with the powers of darkness. 


WHEN THE NEWLY baptized have emerged from 
the water, they are anointed with the oil of chrism on the 
crown of their heads. This recalls not the arena, but the 
anointing of the kings, priests and prophets in the Old 
Testament. The person who is baptized now shares in the 
Spirit of Christ himself (“‘Christos’’ is the Greek trans- 
lation for ‘‘Messiah’’ meaning anointed). And_ this 
anointing or chrismation is the graphic sign that the 
newly-baptized have been conformed to Christ and his 
prophetic and royal priesthood. 


_ The two anointings of baptism are followed by a third 
in confirmation. This is also done with chrism, but on the 
forehead, to signify the public nature of this sacrament.

Pope defends clerical celibacy, identity

VATICAN CITY — In a Holy Thursday message to 
priests. Pope John Paul II strongly defended priestly 
celibacy and suggested that’ any relaxation of the

The pontiff acknowledged with sadness the crises in 
vocations and priestly identity that have confronted the 
Church in the past 15 years, but he repudiated calls to 
‘‘give up this tradition and heritage’’ of clerical celibacy, 
saying that the real solution to the crises lies in faith and 
confidence in God’s love. 

“MAY WE ‘CURTAIL’ this love?’”’ he asked. ‘‘Do 
we not do so whenever, because of man’s weakness, we 
decree that the demands that this love makes must be 
renounced?”’ 

Speaking of Christ’s redeeming love and his gift of the 
Holy Spirit to guide the Church, the pontiff asked: 

‘Can anyone who lets himself be guided by living faith 
in the founder of the Church doubt this love, to which the

Church owes all her spiritual vitality? 


“IS IT PERMISSIBLE to doubt,” he added, that 
Christ will kindle in Christian souls, especially of the 
young, ‘‘not only a desire for the priesthood but also that 
readiness to acceptthe gift of celibacy for the. sake of the 
kingdom of heaven of which both in the past and still 
today whole generations of priests in the Catholic Church 
have given proof?”’ 

Pope John Paul indirectly rebuked those who question 
the Church’s requirement of celibacy for its priests. 

‘Ts it proper,’’ he asked, “‘to continue, in opposition to 
the voice of the recent ecumenical council (Vatican II) 
and the Synod of Bishops, to declare that the Church 
ought to give up this tradition and heritage? 

“IS IT NOT RATHER the duty of us priests to live 
out our commitment with generosity and joy, helping by 
our witness and by our action to spread this ideal?”’

Can the theologians be trusted?

The 12-year dialogue (ARCIC) between theologians of 
the Roman Catholic Church and the Anglican 
communion has ended. A Final Report, prematurely 
leaked to the press amidst fanfare that a real consensus in 
faith has been reached on a number of issues, has fueled 
speculation that some form of union (or reunion after 
more than 400 years) is just around the corner. 


Earlier discussions resulted in what some theologians 
called ‘‘substantial agreement’’ on a number of doctrinal 
issues, especially Eucharist and priesthood; the last paper 
was on the papacy. Bishop Raymond Lessard of 
Savannah, Ga., Catholic co-chairman of the Anglican- 
Catholic Consultation in the United States, was very 
optimistic last week about the results: 


“IF THE FINAL REPORT is widely accepted...there 
would be no doctrinal reason why these churches would 
not be in full, canonical communion with one another,’’ 


he said Mar. 31. 


Bishop Lessard’s ‘‘if’’ is a big one, however; on the 
previous day the Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith had released a letter saying ‘‘agreement 
which is truly ‘substantial’ ’’ has yet to be reached. 


Why the difference of opinfon? The talks between the 
theologians were simply that: talks, and nothing more, 
with no official power to bind either the Catholic Church 
or the Anglican communion. And their ‘‘agreements’’ to 
date have always been substantially more than most 


Anglicans would accept, and short of the doctrinal 
orthodoxy demanded by Rome. 


PART OF THE problem has been an enthusiasm on 
the Catholic side to carry on the ecumenical thrust of the 
Second Vatican Council; and enthusiasm has given way 
to some imprecise theology. On the Anglican side, 
centuries of internal doctrinal compromise have resulted 
in a “‘high”’ church with Catholic tendencies and a “‘low’’ 
church of more fundamentalist fervor, each coexisting 
with the other, although with some tension. Thus the 
words used in the dialogue itself have a very fluid, 
imprecise meaning. 

This weakness with words is nowhere more evident 
than in the ARCIC Final Report concerning the papacy. 
The Catholics uphold papal primacy to be sure, and the 
Anglicans speak of primacy as well, but one which would 
reduce the pope to a figurehead, much like a 
constitutional monarch, all pomp and no circumstance. 


In a letter to Bishop Alan C. Clark of East Anglia, 
England, Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the 
Vatican’s doctrinal congregation, while praising the 
“‘spirit of sincerity’? in which the talks were held, 
cautioned that fundamental obstacles to union. still 
remain. 

““THERE ARE SEVERAL points, held as dogmas by 
the Catholic Church, which are not able to be accepted as 
such, or are able to be accepted only in part by our 
Anglican brethren,’’ he wrote. ‘‘Furthermore, some 
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THEY SAID THEY WOULDN’T — but evidently 
they have. This is part of a San Diego Padres adver- 
tisement in last Sunday’s Union-Tribune comics 
section which continues to ridicule Franciscan padres 
as fighting mad and misrepresent a capricious God 
striking an umpire blind. The ball team and their 
advertising agency had earlier promised they would 
be more sensitive to religious symbols and feelings 


(SC, April 1).

HALT ASKED — Canadian Catholics have called for 
a moratorium on in vitro fertilization after the birth of 
“test-tube’’ twins. About 30 babies have, been born 
worldwide through the method, which combines the male 
sperm and female egg through a laboratory process which 
then implants the embryo in the mother’s womb. 


‘DISTURBED’ — The Justice and Peace 
Commission of the English and Welsh Bishops’ 
Conference has said it is deeply disturbed by the British 
government’s recent go-ahead with its Trident nuclear 
missile program, The commission said it regards the 
move as a major increase in Britain’s contribution to the 
worldwide nuclear arms race. 


APPEAL PLANNED — A lawyer for the Jehovah’s 
Witnesses in Italy will appeal the recent conviction of two 
sect members for refusing to allow blood transfusions for 
their young daughter. The couple face 14-year prison 
sentences for voluntary homicide in the death of their two- 
and-a-half-year-old daughter, who died of chronic anemia 
and required periodic transfusions to keep her alive. 
Jehovah’s Witnesses refuse, on religious grounds, to 
sanction blood transfusions. 


APOLOGY — Rep. Thomas F. Hartnett (D-S.C.) has 
apologized to Father Thomas Duffy, vicar of the 
Charleston, S.C., diocese, for using the term ‘‘quack’’ to 
describe the priests, who accused the local Hibernians of 
being a whites-only group. Hartnett suggested that Father 
Duffy change his practice of leading people ‘‘to the 
courthouse, to the state house and to the jailhouse, and 
lead them to the church house.’’ 


CHAPLAIN OK’D — By a 388-0 vote, the House of 
Representatives reaffirmed its right — at $52,000 a year 
— to have a chaplain open its sessions with prayer and 
perform pastoral duties. The practice was challenged in a 
lawsuit filed by atheist-activist Madalyn Murray O’ Hair, 
who claimed that the use of tax money to pay chaplains is 
a violation of the public’s right to ‘‘freedom from 
religion.’’

USD team going to Peru fora 
‘different religious experience’ 


SAN DIEGO — Four student 
members of the Religious Studies Club at 
the University of San Diego and a faculty 
advisor are preparing to spend five weeks 
in Peru later this summer in what they 
hope will become an annual undertaking. 


Called the Overseas People-to-People 
Program, it will give the USD students 
“*a different religious experience — in this 
case a different Catholic religious 
experience,’ said Dr. Gary Macy, who 
will accompany the students. 


THE USD team will pay their own 
way to South America and live, as a 
community, in Chulucanas, Peru, under 
the sponsorship of Augustinian Father 
Gary Rye, who had been diocesan 
director of evangelization and adult 
education in San Diego, and who is now 
serving as a missionary priest. 


‘‘Father Rye suggested that we attend 
ministry meetings down there first and 
not immediately decide what we’re going 
to do until we see how we can help 
without getting in the way,’’ explained 
Dr, Macy. 


Dr. Macy and the students — James 


Teixeira, a senior from Carlsbad, Ann 
Waggoner, a freshman fron Indio, Sylvia 
Tapia of Brawley, and Jeanne Herms, a 
sophomore from Chula Vista — are 
already preparing by taking courses in 
Spanish and Peruvian culture. In 
addition, said Teixeira, the students’ 
coordinator, they are raising funds 
through bake and flower sales on campus, 
as well as other activities, and have also 
received a grant from the USD student 
government; Dr. Macy will teach some 
summer courses at Marquette to cover his 
expenses. 


THEY HOPE TO bring back not only 
their experiences of living together as a 
“caring, sharing, praying Christian 
community,’’ said Dr. Macy, but also 
slides and tapes of their experiences, 
something they will be able to share not 
only at USD, but with interested parishes 
in the diocese. 


‘Here at the University we relate 
pretty much on an academic basis,”’ said 
Dr. Macy. ‘‘What we hope to do is form a 
core Christian community, and integrate 
our faith with our daily experience.’’ 


Bp. Chavez: altar ‘heart’ of |

SAN YSIDRO — The altar is the 
visual heart of the new Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel church, said Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert E. Chavez April 3 as the parish, 
just north of the Mexican border, 
dedicated its third church building since 
its founding in 1927. 


Bishop Chavez, who is also OLMC’s 
pastor, was joined for the Mass of 
dedication and blessing by Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, who officially opened the doors to 
the new church, and by a standing-room- 
only congregation who had sacrificed 
much in the way of time and money to 
support the building project. 


‘““THE ESSENCE of this parish is its 
strong emphasis on the relationship 
between the people and God. This altar of 
love and sacrifice is the most prominent 
feature of this church,’’ said Bishop 
Chavez in his homily, delivered both in 
English and Spanish. ‘‘This church is 
built in a circle, with no pillars to get in 
the way, so that we can all join in the 
unity that is the Body of Christ.’’ 


The new church was built from the 
same basic plans as Holy Family Church 
in Linda Vista, and by the same architect, 
both as an economy measure and to 
expedite construction. The old church 
next door is now a parish hall, and the 
original church building, built more than 
a half-century ago, still stands in the older 
section of this border community, rapidly 
growing along with the rest of the South 
Bay. 

Representations of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe and Our Lady of Mt. Carmel 
are next to the sanctuary of the new 
church, and 13 saints — ‘‘from San 
Ysidro to San Francisco,’’ noted Bishop 
Chavez — ring the walls. ‘‘We pray for 
their help and support as we travel to our 
Heavenly Father,’’ he said. 


BISHOP CHAVEZ stressed _ the 


theme of sacrifice in his remarks: the 


sacrifice of Christ on the cross and the 
sacrifice of the Mass on the altar, and the 
sacrifice of the parishioners which made 
their new ‘‘temple’’ a reality: ‘‘This was 
not an easy task, but a long, arduous, 
painful process,’’ he said. 


Joining Bishop Maher as guests and 
concelebrants of the first Mass in the new 
church were some of OLMC’s previous 
pastors: Father James McGinley, Father 
Tullio, Andreatta, Msgr. Rudolph 
Galindo and Father Thomas Byrne.

Easter — it makes me ask 
why do | have faith? 


With Easter upon us, I find myself once again asking 
why do I have faith? What are my reasons for believing in 
God and the Risen Lord? Some Christians might dismiss 
these questions as superfluous. They might say that we 
believe simply because we have been given the gift of faith; 
faith is a grace of God. 


But, for me, the questions cannot be dismissed so easily. 
Grace builds on nature. God’s grace comes to me through 
the natural dynamic of my life because God always respects 
His own creation in salvation history. So, I must believe in 
a human way. Therefore, the questions remain. 


Whether we are theists or atheists, we often think about 
ourselves and the world in which we live. We ask what it all 
means. We try to make sense of it all. 


Many psychologists — Victor Frankl prominently 
among them — have insisted that our main concern is not 
to find pleasure or to avoid pain, but to rather see a meaning 
in our lives. Even the passionately destructive genius of 
Nietzsche declared that the person who has a why to live 
can endure almost any how. 

The religious quest is a lonely one. Although I am 
dependent on others and my life is entwined with theirs in a 
thousand and more ways, no one else can make my act of 
faith — no one else can make my own personal pact with 
life. My religion is the basic expression of the meaning 
which I find in my existence and of the hope with which I 
face my existence. 


Yet, my faith cannot be concerned only with my own 
personal advantage. If it is only selfish in its concerns, then 
it will collapse when God does not answer my prayers at 
once. For my faith to endure at all, it must extend far 
beyond my personal whims and it must be anchored in 
values which surpass my immediate interest. 

My faith is my pact with life, my working relationship 
with the universe. It is a risk, but everyone is bound in 
some way to take it, for everyone must, at some time, 
develop some sort of attitude towards life. My eyes are 
wide open and I know that my faith is a risk, a daring 
venture, a bold trustfulness. 


Although absolute certainty eludes me, although doubt 
always lurks around the corner, yet I do believe. Deep faith 
must ordinarily be fashioned in the workshop of doubt. 


The discussions of philosophers and theologians have 
been influential in the development of my faith. Probably I 
could never have been convinced of the existence of God by 
a purely rational argument. Perhaps no one ever has. Yet, 
intelligent discussion by perceptive thinkers has helped me 
decide that my faith is a reasonable and sound option. 


I also know my faith is supported by a kind of common- 
sense judgment that I cannot live without hope. I need an 
optimistic bias toward life in order to survive. Belief gives 
me more energy and supports my deepest values better 
than disbelief. In the long run, it simply makes more sense 
for me to believe. 


The Good News of Jesus Christ, my: own religious 
experiences, the thought-provoking observations of 
theologians and common-sense practicality aré mutually- 
supporting factors which enable me to accept a faith that no 

_ one factor could support by itself. 


They do not eliminate all anxiety and questioning. But 
they do make the risk of faith possible for me. And possible 
for you, too.

The Shadow of the Cross 


Easter is almost upon us, but somehow it is always 
difficult to look beyond Good Friday in this last week of 
Lent. There is something awesome about that day — 
something so much bigger than life that the mind seems to 
tiptoe around the thought. 


Sunday is Liberation Day. It’s a day that should and 
does excite us and we can smile remembering it. But I am 
always a little reluctant to let Good Friday go. It seems 
like leaving a friend alone in his pain. One would like to 
spend a little more time at the foot of the Cross — a little 
more time experiencing the sadness and the wonder and 
the mystery. 

PERHAPS THAT IS a very individual thing. Perhaps 
it is the streak of Celtic melancholy in me that brings to 
mind in the quiet, alone moments, the times of sorrow 
rather than of pleasure, not morbidly but with a sense of 
contact with a stream of meaning just beneath — or above 
— consciousness. 


We do not always appreciate the value of contem- 
plation of sorrow because -we seldom understand our 
feelings of sorrow. I am not referring to moroseness or 
self-pity but the kind of loving reflection on the times and 


The year 1947 saw the Sisters teaching at Regina Coeli 
High School in the parish of Our Lady of Angels. In 
1946, Bishop Charles Francis Buddy, the first bishop of 
the San Diego Diocese, purchased a former Seventh-Day 
Adventist school building located a short distance from 
the church. The new high school operated only 20 years as 
a private four-year all-girls school. Ever decreasing enroll- 
ments caused its closing in 1966. 


In September of 1948, St. Brigid’s parish, established 
in 1940 in Pacific Beach, opened an elementary school 
staffed by the Sisters of St. Joseph until they were 
withdrawn in 1971. Likewise, All Hallows School in La 
Jolla was staffed by the Sisters from 1964 until their 
withdrawal in 1977. 


CURRENTLY, the Sisters staff the following schools 
in San Diego: Academy of Our Lady. of Peace, with an 
enrollment of 515 girls and 45 faculty members; St. 
Patrick’s elementary school opened in 1944, and today 
has an enrollment of 240 students and 9 teachers; outside 
of San Diego, but within the diocese, the Sisters staff Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help School, opened in Lakeside in 
1961, with a present enrollment of 307 students and 12 
teachers; St. James Academy elementary opened in Del 
Mar-Solana Beach in 1952 and now has an enrollment of 
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things that moved us with which the very old fill their 
days. 

There is a quality in sadness that separates us from the 
things of this life as we experience it — reality assumes a 
different form — and for a while we lose touch with what 
is going on around us. It is as though we were on the 
brink of a new plane of existence, almost touching a 
deeper kind of life. Maybe that is why when we are 
nearing death and feel this life slipping out of grasp, the 
remembered sadnesses seem appropriate — as if that 
almost-glimpsed other life were calling. 


IN OUR CATHOLIC tradition the shadow of the 
Cross is never absent. Behind all the joy and the cele- 
bration of redemption, the silent figure on the Cross 
haunts us. And yet it is the crucified Christ who brings us 


~ to joy. 


We may contemplate the crucifix and weep quietly 
without denying His joy in our hearts. We may exper- 
ience a wrenching of our hearts without in any way 
negating the peace of mind and soul He leads us to. Is it 
sorrow we feel, or compassion? Is it the anguish of 
sadness, or love? We may weep for love and for joy as well

Guerrillas ‘repudiated’ in Salvador vote | 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — 
Elections in El Salvador were ‘‘a clear 
repudiation of the guerrillas’ claim that 
they represent the will of the Salvadoran 
people,’’ said Holy Cross . Father 
Theodore M. Hesburgh, an official 
election observer. 


“It was one of the most exciting days of 
my life — although we were getting shot 
at all day,’’ Father Hesburgh, president 
of the University of Notre Dame, added 
at a news conference on the Notre Dame 
campus. 


THE PRIEST was a member of the 
delegation sent by the United States to 
observe the elections. The delegation was 
headed by Sen. Nancy Kassebaum 
(R-Kan.). 

Father Hesburgh, who visited several 
cities by helicopter on election day, said 
he found that the voting was fair. 

“‘T didn’t have one person tell me 
they’d been threatened by the 
government,’’ he said. ‘‘Not a single 
person told me that he thought the 
election was rigged.’’ 

HE ADDED that while no one on 
election day would predict who would 
win, voters often told Father Hesburgh 
that “‘the people will win.” 


Father Hesburgh described -an 


interview with one waiting voter who told 
him, ‘“They can’t kill us all.”’ 


He added, ‘“‘“That was expressed again 
and again and again at every voting 
table.” i 


HE ALSO mentioned that the day 
before the elections he had had a meeting 
with Bishop Arturo Rivera Damas, 
apostolic administrator of the San 
Salvador Archdiocese. He said Bishop 
Rivera had the best prediction about the 
election when he said, ‘‘Tomorrow, all 
the people will vote with their feet.”’ 


Asked whether the United States 
should continue its support for the El 
Salvador government should the 
government become controlled by the 
right, Father Hesburgh said: 


‘“‘T don’t make U.S. policy, but clearly 
the word is out: if you’re thinking about a 
military solution for the problem of El 
Salvador, forget it. The people have 
shown that they want an end to the 
violence.”’ 


HE ALSO said that in one small town 
where his helicopter stopped he 
encountered a funeral procession with no 
priest. After introducing himself to the 
mother of the man to be buried, Father 
Hesburgh said he prayed the Our Father 
and Hail Mary. 
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Reagan offers own ‘freeze,’ 
but insists on N-parity first

WASHINGTON (NC) — Facing what 
political analysts called a groundswell of 
American sentiment for an immediate 
nuclear weapons freeze, President Ronald 
Reagan counterattacked March 31 with a 
proposal to ‘‘reduce nuclear weapons dra- 
matically,’ but only after the United 
States has overcome the Soviet Union’s 
“‘definite margin of superiority.”’ 


Reagan opened the first prime-time 
televised news conference of his 
presidency with a prepared statement in 
which he committed his administration to 
“‘realistic arms control agreements on 
nuclear and conventional forces,’’ but 
stressed that reductions would have to be 


on an ‘‘equal-force level.”’ 


IN ANSWER to the first question 
posed to him, Reagan reiterated the ad- 
ministration’s position that the United 
States currently faces a strategic ‘‘window 
of vulnerability’? because of massive 
Soviet weapons buildups in the past 


- several years which were not matched by 


the United States. 


He publicly backed the Jackson- 
Warner arms control resolution in the 
Senate, which backers of an immediate 
nuclear freeze have characterized as a 
““build now, freeze later’’ approach to 
nuclear arms control. The resolution, 
endorsed by 58 senators, was drafted as a 
counter-position to an immediate freeze 
resolution which was introduced March 
10 with the backing of 20 senators. 


He also said that the administration 
hopes to be ready by this summer to begin 
negotiations with the Soviet Union on 
mutual reduction of long-range strategic 
weaponry. 

Political analysts agreed that Reagan 
called the news conference: chiefly to 
counteract growing popular support for 
an immediate nuclear weapons freeze. In 
recent months the freeze campaign, with 
highly visible backing ~ from many 
religious leaders, including a_ large 
number of Catholic bishops, has gained 


strong momentum across the country. 


MUCH OF THE movement’s 
strength is attributed to a popular 
reaction against the administration’s 
large defense budget and _ go-ahead 


decisions on the B-1 bomber, the neutron - 


warhead and the MX missile, coupled 
with cuts in domestic social programs. 


White House policy-makers were 
reportedly working overtime to develop a 
Reagan position that would contain the 
growth of the nuclear freeze movement 
and bolster Reagan’s image as a 
peacemaker without undercutting his 
defense programs. 


Recent opinion polls have showed 
dwindling public support for Reagan’s 
defense budget, and one poll in March 
showed that nearly three quarters of the 
American. public favored an early freeze 
in nuclear weapons.

The Pentagon is urging hospitals to participate in a 
plan to treat military personnel wounded in war but some 
doctors are resisting the plan, saying it could perpetuate 
the view that victims of nuclear war could be treated. 


At issue is the Department of Defense’s proposed plan 
for a ‘‘Civilian-Military Contigency Hospital System,’’ 
using civilian hospitals to treat military men and women 
wounded if the United States engages in war. The plan 
already has been denounced by Archbishop John R. 
Quinn of San Francisco, who issued a major statement 
last Oct. 4, the feast of St. Francis of Assisi, condemning

Ask God smite Haig 


GREENVILLE, S.C. (NC) — The chancellor of Bob 
Jones University has accused the State Department of 
“‘Catholic bigotry’ for refusing to allow the Rev. Ian 
Paisley into the United States. 


The chancellor, Bob Jones Jr., son of the school’s 
founder, also urged students April 1 to pray that God 
“‘destroy’’ Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig Jr., a 
Catholic. 


JONES CALLED Haig ‘‘a monster in human flesh 


and a demon-possessed instrument to destroy America.”’ 


Mr. Paisley, the militant Northern Irish Protestant 
clergyman and politician, had been scheduled to speak at 
the fundamentalist Christian school in Greenville. 


He was denied permission to enter the United States 
because, according to the State Department, his presence 
would be ‘‘prejudicial to the public interest.’’ 

JONES, REFERRING to Haig at a university chapel 
service, said, ‘‘I hope you’ll pray that the Lord will smite 
him, hip and thigh, bone and marrow, heart and lungs all 
there is to him, that he shall destroy him quickly and 
utterly.”’ 

A State Department spokesman denied that Mr. 
Paisley was refused permission to enter the country 
because of pressure from U.S. Catholics, as Jones and 
other Paisley supporters have asserted. 

Last December the State Department revoked Mr. 
Paisley’s visa after being asked to do so by 130 members 
of Congress. 
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hospitals they should not participate in the Pentagon 
wartime medical plan. 


THE LATEST ROUND in the debate was fired off 
with the publication of articles representing the Pentagon 
view and opposing physicians’ views in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 


The Pentagon’s doctors rebut the claim that war would 
mean a nuclear war. One physician, Dr: John F. Beary 
III, said Pentagon doctors agree nuclear war is ‘‘an 
abhorrent prospect.”’ : 


Yet, the Pentagon points out, “‘although nuclear 
weapons have existed for nearly four decades they have 
not been used in any of the conventional conflicts since 
194553 


AFTER WORLD WAR II, there were some 300,000 
military hospital beds available for injured service men 
and women, but now, there are only 18,000, the 
Pentagon states. Thus, as the Pentagon says in its article, 
it will be necessary to use civilian hospitals for treating 
military personnel in wartime. 


But Physicians for Social Responsibility, an anti- 
nuclear war group which wrote an opposing article in the 
New England medical journal, says the plan may lead the 
public to believe the medical profession could treat 
survivors of a nuclear war. 


The organization, claiming 10,000 members, says a 
nuclear war would wreak such devastation it would be 
impossible to care for survivors through any emergency 
plan. Nuclear war between the United States and Soviet 
Union would kill 150 million Americans and as many 
Soviet citizens, destroy the major cities of each nation, 
leave deadly fallout which would contaminate the earth 
for generations and threaten the survival of life itself, they 
say. 


MOREOVER, THE anti-nuclear group says, it is 
unlikely any war between the United States and Soviet 
Union would not accelerate into use of nuclear weapons. 


Archbishop Quinn’s October message also opposed the 
plan. 


‘Since many in the medical community are now 
convinced that it is dangerously deceptive to pretend there 
can be any effective medical response in the case of a 
thermonuclear attack, I urge the administrators and staff 
of Catholic health facilities to join all those who are 
vigorously opposing the intentions of the Department of 


Defense to establish a ‘civilian-military contingency 
hospital system,’ if this system is based on the illusion that 
there can be an effective medical response in the case of 
nuclear war,”’ he said. 


THE ARCHBISHOP did not specifically address use 
of civilian hospitals by the military if the war is not a 
nuclear war, but he pointed out the threats of the 
escalating weapons’ race — increasing the chance of 
nuclear war — and suggested that those who speak of a 
“‘limited’’ war and weapons to fight it are wrong. 


A warning against nuclear war and the inability of the 
medical profession to cope with it was also delivered to 
President Reagan in December 1981 by a group of 
scientists who represented the Vatican. : 


“Tt is tragically evident that any nuclear war would 
inflict humanity with death, disease and suffering in such 
proportion that there could be no effective recourse,’’ 
they said. 

HOWEVER, THE civilian-military wartime medical 
plan has been endorsed by the American Medical 
Association and American Hospital Association, and at 
least one Catholic hospital has announced. it will 
participate in it. 


In August 1981, St. Mary Medical Center, Long 
Beach, committed itself to privide 50 beds for treatment of 
U.S. casualties. In its request seeking voluntary hospital 
participation, the Defense Department referred to the 
need for the treatment facilities ‘‘if war involving the 
United States and the Soviet Union should break out 
anywhere in the world.’’ 


But since then, a number of Catholic hospitals which 
had initially gone along with the government plan have 
since withdrawn from the program, said Community of 
the Holy Spirit Sister Mary Jo Anderson, associate 
administrator of Mercy Hospital and Medical Center in 
San Diego. 


MERCY ITSELF is an “‘integral part’’ of the mass 
casualty and disaster plans of San Diego County, said 
Sister Mary Jo, and stands prepared to respond to any 
medical contingency, at any time of crisis, ‘‘according to 
our capabilities.”’ 

But at the same time, she said, Mercy ‘‘thinks it is 
unnecessary’’ to sign the Department of Defense letter 
requesting the hospital to “‘supplant its future wartime 
needs.”’ 

“‘We abhor the threat of any war and particularly the 
possible consequences of thermo-nuclear warfare,’’ said 
Sister Mary Jo.

Just as on Pentecost the Easter event was made public and 
reached out to influence the world, so too, as a result of 
confirmation and its new gift of the Spirit, the event 
which takes place in baptism begins to affect the Church 
in a public way. In confirmation, the sign of Christ is 
traced on the part of the body that is most immediately 
visible to anyone who meets us. Thus, sealed with the 
Holy Spirit, the recipients stand ready to bear witness 
before the world. 


The aromatic essences (especially balsam) which are 
added to the oil of chrism underscore St. Paul’s 
admonition that Christians must be ‘‘the aroma of 
Christ’’ (2 Corinthians 2:14). Whenever Christians live 
their baptism and confirmation in an authentic way, they

emit, as it were, ‘‘a strong and wholesome fragrance.”’ 


IN THE ROMANO-GERMAN pontifical of the 10th 
century we find the first reference to the ordination 
anointing of bishops and priests with chrism. This 
undoubtedly was influenced by the Carolingian practice 
of anointing kings. The bishop is anointed on the head 
and the priest on the palms of his hands. 


The oil of chrism was and is also used in rites that are 
not strictly sacramental, most notably in the dedication of 
a church. This ritual sees in the physical church a symbol 
of the Christian people and in the anointings of the altar 
and walls a parallel to the initiation rites of baptism and 
confirmation, 


Since the oil of catechumens and the oil of chrism are 
necessary for the baptisms and confirmations of the Easter 
Vigil, Holy Thursday came to be the traditional day for 
blessing these oils in the West. The Chrism Mass, as it is 
called, is normally celebrated in the morning in 
accordance with this tradition. Because this liturgy is 
basically and primarily a celebration of the entire local 
church in its role as a priestly people, the Rite of the Blessing 
of Ouls and Chrism states that, ‘‘If it is difficult for the clergy 
and people’to assemble with the bishop on Holy Thursday 
morning, the blessing may be held on an earlier day, near 
Easter, with the celebration of the proper Chrism Mass.”’ 
Since normal business hours make participation in this 
important liturgy an impossibility for so many laity, and 
because Holy Thursday morning in most parishes is char-

Holy Thursday, the ‘‘birthday’’ of the priesthood. Unlike 
his past messages, this year’s was written in the form of a 
2,900-word prayer en the priesthood ‘‘dictated by faith 
and coming from my heart,’’ which the pontiff asked the 
world’s priests to look at as a ‘‘shared meditation.”’ 

Much of the prayer consisted of thoughts celebrating 
the special spiritual gifts of the priesthood and meditating 
on the central place of the Eucharist, preaching and 
prayer in priestly life. 

BUT THE POPE’S meditation also addressed specific 
controversies of today. Besides the issues of celibacy and 
the vocations crisis, these included questions of clerical 
identity and garb, de aataies from the priesthood, and 
secularizing tendencies. 


On priestly identity he spoke of the priest as preacher of

acterized by final preparations for the celebration of the 
Triduum, Bishop Maher approved transferring the Mass 
of Chrism to the evening of April 1st this year. Preceding 
the Mass, Bishop Maher and the priests of the diocese 
gathered for an afternoon of Recollection given by Msgr. 
Warren Holleran from San Francisco. 


THE CENTRAL THEME of the evening liturgy was 
highlighted in four dimensions of the celebration: 


First, the celebration saw a gathering of people to pray 
with their ordained priests in thanksgiving and praise as 
they renewed their commitment to the service of God and 
his priestly people. 


Next, the occasion, highlighted the role of the bishop as 
a focus of unity in his local Church and within the 
brotherhood of priests who collaborate with him in 
serving God’s people. 


Third, the Mass dramatically underscored Christian 
initiation. as the basis of all ministry, by the prayers and 
ritual surrounding the blessing of the oil oftcatechumens 
and chrism. A priestly people gathered with its bishop to 
remember its roots in the waters of baptism and the 
anointings that accompany that grounding. 


And finally, the celebration made clear the fact that 
God’s priestly people are called to a ministry of healing. 
In that form of healing known as the Sacrament of the 
Sick, oil is used for anointing. In a sign of unity of 
purpose, our local Church gathered as Bishop Maher 
blessed this oil Thursday night.

formulations in the ARCIC report can still give rise to 
divergent interpretations, while others do not seem able to 
be easily reconciled with Catholic doctrine.”’ 


For Catholics, ecclesial and Eucharistic communion are 
real signs of unity in the faith; instead there has been a 
move on the part of the Anglican participants to look for a 
‘*conciliar’’ form of united church with no real uniformity 
in doctrine, but with Eucharistic sharing and the Catholic 
recognition of Anglican orders. 


The report’s fundamental assumption is that matters of 
doctrinal disagreement ‘“‘will not be wholly resolved until 
a practical initiative has been taken and our two churches 
have lived together more visibly in the one koznonia 
(communion).”’ 

BOTH POPES PAUL VI and John Paul II have 
rejected the idea that communion can be used as a means 
to an end. Official Vatican guidelines for 
intercommunion stress that the Eucharist is the privileged 
sign of a unity that in fact already exists, and is not simply 
a way to achieve it. 

The Anglican view is that dissent of any kind within the 


Roman Catholic Church (on contraception or women’s’ 


ordination, for example,) would justify a reunited church 
with official pluralism in doctrine the rule. 

The former issue was raised by Anglican Archbishop 
Henry McAdoo of Dublin, Ireland; the latter by Rev. 
Julian Charley, who insisted that a “‘reliable’’ source in 
one Communist country told him there were duly 
ordained women serving as Catholic priests. 

That charge was flatly denied by Archbishop Jerome 
Hamer, secretary of the Vatican’s doctrinal congregation, 
who referred to the official position of the Church that the 
practice of ordaining only men was ‘‘an unbroken

tradition throughout the history of the Church’’ and that 
t ‘‘has a normative character.”’ 


THE FINAL REPORT is only a study document, and 
a Vatican critique will soon be sent to the world’s bishops, 
said Cardinal Ratzinger. Anglican Archbishop Robert 
Runcie of Canterbury said in February that the earliest 
possible date for approval by the Anglican communion 
would be at the next Lambeth Conference, in 1988. 


In the meantime, it would seem that what was meant to 
have been a ‘‘final’’ report will have to await further 
‘discussions among theologians whose zeal for reunion 
does not eclipse the doctrinal issues which still divide, 
including the very nature of Church, priesthood, papacy 
and Eucharist. 


The hope of reunion is ultimately a work of prayer in 
the Holy Spirit, to be accomplished in God’s own time 
and in His own way. In his wish that the dialogue 
continue, Cardinal Ratzinger echoed the priestly prayer 
of Jesus found in John’s Gospel — ‘‘That all may be 
one...that their unity may be complete.’ (Jn. 17:21,23)

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Papal plea opens Holy Week

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 


Paul II opened Holy Week with a strong . 


and direct appeal to Israelis and Arabs to 
seek reconciliation ‘‘in the land of Jesus.”’ 
The pope also defended the ‘‘legitimate 
aspirations’’ of West Bank Arabs. 


Speaking to a Palm Sunday crowd of 
more than 100,000 gathered in St. Peter’s 
Square, the pope said in his Angelus 
message: ‘‘On this Sunday of the passion 
of the Lord, my gaze turns in a particular 
way to the land of Jesus, to Palestine, 
where He taught us love and died so that 
humanity might have reconciliation.”’ 


THE POPE SAID that the land where 
Christ walked has now seen ‘‘for tens of 
years, two peoples opposed in an 
antagonism which until now has been 
irreducible.’’ 


> 


“Each of these peoples,’’ the pope 
continued, “‘has a history, a tradition, a 
proper frame of events which seem to 
make a settlement difficult.’’ 

The pontiff lamented the ‘‘four bloody 
wars and a terrible sequence of sorrows 
and hardships’’ in the Middle East and 
recalled the recent violence between Jews 
and Arabs on. the West Bank of the 
Jordan. 


AT LEAST SIX Arab youths were 


shot and killed in separate incidents in 
late March during Palestinian-led 
demonstrations on the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

“‘Again this past week,’’ said the pope, 
““new sorrowful episodes have taken place 
on the West Bank, with dead and injured, 
while the anxiety and the insecurity of the 
population grow, a population which 
yearns for a situation in which its own 
legitimate aspirations are recognized and 
affirmed.”’ 


From his apartment window the pope 
asked the large crowd of pilgrims bathed 
in the sunlight of the square below, ‘‘Is it 
unrealistic, after so many delusions, to 
hope that one day these two peoples, each 
accepting the existence and the reality of 
the other, might find a way to a dialogue 
which would allow them to arrive at a fair 
solution in which both could live in peace 
and in their own dignity and freedom, 
mutually pledging themselves to 
toleration and reconciliation?”’ 


IMMEDIATELY BEFORE his 
Angelus talk, the pope celebrated Mass in 
the square. At the beginning of the liturgy 
150 children carried palms and olive 
branches forward to be blessed by the 


pope.

IMPERIAL BEACH — Marian High 
School has been commended for its high 
level of academic achievement and for its 
religious atmosphere by a visiting team 
from the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges.

THROUGHOUT THIS ordeal, she 
gets no help from her family who think 
her problems are all in her mind.

Catholics, how- 
ever, will be more concerned about the 
fudging of the moral issues involved, 
especially since Ms. Redgrave’s character 
is identified as a Catholic.

By Michael Gallagher 
e A Little Sex (Universal) 


This romantic comedy about a newly - 


married young man (vacant-eyed, 
charmless Tim Matheson) who has 
trouble remaining faithful to his wife 
(Kate Kapshaw) seems too insubstantial 
for even a TV movie. It labors mightily to 
be cute but succeeds only in being tedious 
and offensive. The principals seem to be 
Catholic and the young woman, a teacher 
at a Catholic school, wears a T-shirt with 
‘‘Mother of Christ?’ written across it 
throughout most of the film, a sniggery 
bit of exploitation in keeping with the rest 
of the movie. The U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it O, morally 
offensive, because it presumes to deal 
seriously with moral issues without 
bringing any moral weight to bear upon 
them. 


¢ I Ought to Be in Pictures (Fox) _ 

Libby Tucker (Dinah Manoff) hitch- 
hikes to California from Brooklyn to 
break into movies, she says, and, 
incidentally, renew an old acquaintance 
with her father, Herb (Walter Matthau), 
who deserted her mother and Libby. and 
her younger brother 16 years earlier to 
become a writer in Hollywood in this 
screen version of the Neil Simon’ play 
adapted by Simon himself and directed by 
Herbert Ross.

people of thousands of years of tradition and 
dignity in their lives. 

Alda himself might well consider playing the
